The New Congress | 

The 77th congress convened yesterday, for 
qa session which, if all indications become 
actuality, will be the most crucial session in 
the history of the parliaments of man. 

Upon the wisdom of the men gathered at 
the nation’s capitol depends to all intents the 
future of the world as we of today know it. 
Upon their decisions rests the issue of con- 
tinued freedom for mankind, or slavery un- 
der the cruel heel of a brutal conqueror. 

For it is undeniably true that in the final 


; phase of the great struggle between the de- 


mocracies and the dictatorships of Europe, the 
part the United States shall play, in supplying 
every possible victory aid to beleaguered Brit- 
ain, shall decide the outcome.

And, looking beyond the conflict in Eu- 


rope, only the ignorant or the wilfully blind 
can fail to see that, if Nazidom triumphs over 
there, only a miracle can rescue the democ- 


racy of America from death. 


There are not many issues likely to come 
before the 77th congress. There cannot be 
many, for the supreme issues are too over- 
whelming in import to permit of interest in 


_, lesser things. 


President Roosevelt, in his “fireside chat” 


to the nation of Sunday last, boldly and un- 
equivocally set forth the situation of this 
nation-in regard to a world aflame. He has 


it pledged this country to give Britain whatever 
| she may need for successful prosecution of the 


war. And the people of the country, in over- 
whelming majority, agree with Mr. Roosevelt 
entirely. It scarcely needed a Gallup poll to 
reveal this, so wholehearted was the response 
to the Sunday radio talk. Yet the Gallup poll 
shows that 68 per cent believe the future safety 
of the United States depends on Britain win- 
ning the war; 85 per cent believe Britain would 
lose. if this country stopped sending war sup- 
plies to England. 

On Monday the President will deliver. his 


message to congress. He is expected, then, to 


go into more detailed explanation of what he 
wants this nation to do in the war emergency. 
He gave the broad outline of policy in the 
Sunday talk, he is expected to ask of the 
congress the specific actions which must come 
first, and quickly. 

Fertunately there is little doubt that a 
great majority of the members of both houses 
see eye to eye with the President and with 
the people, their constituents. A little hand- 
ful of wilful men will probably cause dan- 
gerous delay by unnecessary debate and op- 
position that, in today’s situation, will be lit- 
tle short of treasonable. But the utmost they 
can do is delay. Delay, true, that may be 
more than dangerous, may be fatal. 

If they do, however, cause such delay be- 
yond reason, the country will forever remem- 
ber them as the men who betrayed democracy 
and freedom to the obscene force of Nazism. 
Not a pleasant role to contemplate, for any 
man. 

The 77th congress convenes under closer 
scrutiny and deeper anxiety from the entire 
nation than any previous congress has known. 
They will, undoubtedly, prove worthy of the 
confidence in which they are held and wisely 
lead the nation through the coming months of 
fearful danger.

What of Ireland? 


It appears evident that, before long, Ireland 
is going to become the latest demonstration 
that no country in the world today can remain 
neutral and unharmed by war, of its own 
volition. The issue of peace or war is no 
longer possible of decision by any country out- 
side of the dictator-ruled nations. They are 
the only ones who decide and, when they 
think the time opportune, they do not even 
pause for any formal declaration of hostili- 
ties before the attack begins.

ing. The Irish Free State, or Eire, has blandly 
gone on its way in the fatuous belief that prep- 
arations for defense were unnecessary, that it 
could enjoy safety behind the shelter of Britain 
and the British Navy. It is today, therefore, 
a helpless and ripe plum for Nazi picking, 
unless Britain comes to the rescue. 

Fortunately for the Irish of Eire, North 
Ireland has made no such error. Still a part 
of Great Britain, that segment of the Emerald 
Isle is reported to be well armed, with a large 
force of Irish and British troops ready to come 
to the defense of the Free State whenever the 
need arises, 

Any Nazi occupation of Ireland would be, 
perhaps not impossible, but terrifically diffi- 
cult. It would have to be made under the 
blasting attack of the RAF, just as would any 
invasion of England. 

Should the Nazis occupy Ireland, however, 
it would give them a tremendous advantage in 
that Irish ports would become available for 
the use of their raiders, both submarine and 
surface, of the Atlantic shipping lanes. 

On the other hand, should Ireland be forced 
into the conflict it is to be presumed this would 
make the Irish ports available to the~British 
fleet and Irish landing fields available to the 
RAF. Which, in turn, would be of tremendous 
help to the British in the defense of their con- 
voys and in ridding the Atlantic of enemy ships. 

The net effect of a forcing of Ireland into 
the fight would be to spread the front and 
thin-out the available forces both for attack 
and defense. | 

Only time can tell what the outcome would 
be but, as German planes begin their attack 
on the hitherto complacent Irish, the fate of 
Eire should prove an awful object lesson to the 
little group of appeasers in the United States 
who still persist in shutting their eyes to such 


obvious facts of recent history as Poland, Nor-: 


way, Denmark, Holland, France and Britain 
herself—none of which nations wanted to fight, 
any more than do the people of America. 


Who now remembers the old, carefree days 
when the only Washington bottleneck was the 
late Borah? 


Senator George 

Amid the fantastic forensics of such sena- 
tors as Wheeler, Vandenberg and their little 
group, it must be extremely pleasing to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to contemplate the sanity of the 
new chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, Senator Walter F. George, of Georgia. 

Senator George, since succeeding to the 
chairmanship, has revealed a remarkably wise 
appraisal of the foreign situation. An apprai- 
sal, needless to say, which puts him squarely 
in support of the President’s policy of all-out 
aid to Britain. The Georgian understands, as 
well as does the President, the danger that faces 
this country should Britain’s defense against 
the Nazis crumble; and, in his own way, he has 
expressed practically the same views as those 
voiced by President Roosevelt in the radio 
broadcast of Sunday last. 

It is difficult to realize that, only two years 
ago, President Roosevelt did his best to block 
George’s re-election. That that “purge” effort 
failed in Georgia must be a source of gratifi- 
cation at the White House today. 

There is a group of senators at Washington, 
small but vociferous, whose contradictory argu- 
ments and frantic efforts.to prevent aid to 
Britain are utterly beyond the understanding 
of 98 per cent of the people of this country. 

Senator Wheeler, of Montana, seems to have 
lost all sense of reason, as he proposes a peace 
for Europe that would be nothing but an ad- 
mission, by Hitler, that he and his Nazis are 
defeated. Such a peace can only be achieved 
by sending so many planes and bombs And 
ships to the British that Germany will be 
Yefthe Montana 
senator, in the next breath, opposes this policy. 

Senator Vandenberg appears to want this 
country to dictate terms of peace to Europe 
and then, if either side is recalcitrant, attempt 
to enforce that peace. 

It is no wonder that such absurdities find 
some of their loudest support from that dis- 
credited oddity, former Senator Rush Holt, of 
West Virginia. 

In the meantime, however, Senator George 
remains calmly sane, quietly understanding the 
urgency of the situation and quietly preparing 


to do his share, for the country’s safety, in his 


important committee chairmanship. 

It is unlikely, when it comes to a showdown, 
that Wheeler, Vandenberg et al, will find much 
support. The votes will be on the side of the 
President and the Georgia chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

But it is tragic that, under the democratic 
system, the obstructionists, who (whether they 
realize it or not) play Hitler’s game for him in 
this country, can so woefully delay imperative 
action.

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THE CAPITAL PARADE

BACKGROUND OF A FIRESIDE CHAT WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 3. — The 


President’s fireside chat last Sunday night was as frank, forth- 
right and courageous a declaration of policy as he has ever made. 
It contained no weasel-words, no petty demonstrations of verbal 
cleverness. Yet its meaning is supplemented, as so often with the 
President’s full dress pronouncements, by careful study of its 
background. | 
Essentially, its background was the decision reached by the 
President during his vacation cruise to fight the issue of foreign 
policy to a finish. Immediately after his return, those who saw 
him reported he was “ready to go all out,” but “did not know just 
how.” Among members of his cabinet, private advisers and sub- 
ordinate policy-makers, he found a tremendous demand that fhe 
country be told about its situation in the clearest and most brutal 
terms. There was even a plan afoot for a sort of national emer- 
gency week, with frank lectures to meetings of businessmen, labor 
leaders and other important personages by the President, William 
S. Knudsen, Cordell Hull and others. 
The President quickly decided to

substitute his fireside chat. The 


first days after his return were preoccupied with planning the new 
defense set-up. As soon as this had been announced, however, 
work on the fireside chat began. The usual memoranda were re- 
quested, from the State Department, where A. A. Berle Jr. was 
one of the contributors, from the Treasury, Defense Commission 
and other government agencies, and from certain special presi- 
dential aides. 

When the memoranda were in, the President followed his usual 
procedure, dictating a first draft, and then consulting a committee 
composed of. his senior amanuensis, Judge Samuel Rosenman, the 
last of the old brain trust; his friend, Harry L. Hopkins; his chief 
private adviser on foreign policy, William C. Bullitt, and Steve 
Early from his secretarial staff. These men made suggestions, and 
tried their hand at new drafts. The President himself re-worked 
the material into a final version, and as the custom is, this was 
checked over and slightly altered by a meeting of the whole group, 
to which the President read the speech aloud. 

The President’s declared purpose was both to wake up the 
country, and to answer the empty German and Italian bluster 
which followed the disclosure that a fireside chat was planned. 
Even if he had not been so frank to those around him, his way of 
preparing the address and the character of the men he consulted 
were evidence enough that what he said on Sunday night was not 
mere words. It was the prelude to action. 

It is not known whether the precise

nature of the action he will take is to be 


revealed in his message to congress on the state of the Union on 
Monday. At this writing, he has before him reports on a long 
series of different ways of aiding Britain and speeding up defense 
production. As none of these schemes has been finally approved, 
and as all of them involve complex legal and political problems, 
it seems most likely that most of them will be acted on at a later 
date. Nevertheless, it is possible to list them under general head- 
ings. 

Perhaps the most striking is the proposal, first made by Walter 
Reuther of the United Automobile Workers, to convert a largé.part 
of the motor industry’s manufacturing plants to aircraft production. 
The President’s statement that he was “interested” in this idea was 
taken as formal politeness. But both Germany and Britain have 
had to do something of the sort, and the motor industry in America 
is the world’s largest reservoir of industrial skill and industrial 
equipment. Tapping the reservoir, even at the sacrifice of much 
of next year’s automobile output, is being considered very seriously. 
Futhermore, the Reuther proposal is only one of several in the 
category of defense speed-up. All are based on the theory that we 


cannot rearm in our spare time, and all mean grave self-denial. 


THE SHIPPING PROBLEM In the category of additional aid 

-\ to Britain, shipping is important. 
Among the projects under consideration are leasing American ships 
to the British and taking the interned foreign ships in our ports to 
meet our own needs; constructing a big fleet of pre-fabricated ships 
on the System used at Hog Island in the last war, and altering the 
maritime combat zones to permit American ships to land cargo in 
Irish ports. Besides aiding Britain with shipping, consideration is 
also being given to release of some existing American bombers and 
more of those in production for British use: to release of certain 
other existing weapons. needed by the British, and to a plan to 
meet the submarine danger squarely by convoying our ships across 
the Atlantic. 

Some of these proposals, such as that to supply convoys, are 
very far in the future if they ever materialize at all. Others are 
near at hand. Meanwhile, two things are clear about them. What- 
ever the President does, he will do it only after obtaining the sup- 
port of the Army and Navy, as a necessary defense move. And 
although he may venture minor steps on his own initiative, he is

He looked sad. He. is a Greek and I wondered if the valiant Greeks 
had suffered some reverses. He looked so very sad I at last asked 
him for a reason. " 

“The war,” he said, wagging his head from side to side. 

“Do not tell me that while I was at Albany the Greeks have 
been done in.” 

“Oh, no,” he said, his face lighting momentarily, “the Greeks 
they still chase the Eye-talians.” 

“What is it, then?” 

“My materials,” he said, “they no come. I no can get. My 
thread for sewing the shoes she come from Scotland. I order. I 
no hear. The heel taps she come from England. Maybe get no 
more. Japanese make them, too, but they are no good. Leather, 
she is a shortage.” 

It was a bit startling. I had not thought of the long arm-of 
the war reaching into a humble shoe repair shop. But it has. It 
reminded of a talk a few days ago with a buyer for one of our 
department stores. He was reporting a shortage of certain linens 
and laces. 

Other conversations—shortages and new industries to fill them— 
came into the memory again as the boy slapped his rag over the 
shoes and the pensive Greek looked mournfully out the window, 

Things are happening to the world and not all of it is war, 
Tremendous economic changes and new employments are being 
created in America because of the war. 

New industries are being boomed each day the war goes on and 
they will supply goods which once were bought from European 
countries. 

I dug up some old notes, put away for reference. 

The label “Made in U. S. A.” is going to become more and 
more familiar. 


FROM OUR OWN PLANTS This country now is ao 


fine pottery, with Ohio perhaps 
the center of a great, growing industry. It is pottery as fine as 
any made in Europe. : 

In Vermont there is a co-operative winding and twisting a 
tweed thread such as Scotland makes. New fabrics are appearing 
in southern textile mills. 

If you have shopped at all, you have noticed the charmingly 
designed jars for jams and marmalades; the new pitchers for water 
and for syrup; the new American-made kitchen and paring knives, 

Four years ago about half our glassware and most of our china 
was made abroad. Ohio and West Virginia have developed tinware 
and glass factories to fill the orders which once went overseas. New 
England’s cutlery business is booming. 

The American table-glass industry, even the handmade sec- 
tion, is producing glassware of design and quality to match any- 
thing which Europe supplied. , 

Once we imported 85 per cent of our pottery and china. Today 
we import 15 per cent. Some of the famous European craftsmen 
now are training men in American factories. 

Ten-cent stores which once bought buttons from Czecho-Slo- 
vakia now purchase them from American manufacturers and find 
them as cheap and of better quality. Five and ten-cent glassware 
is American-made, 

Literally dozens of small items, once imported from the cheap 
labor factories of Europe, now are being made by workmen in 
America. 

It is an amazing story and, of course, before long someone will 
do something for the Greek shoe repairer who needs thread and 
heel caps. 


FROM TEST TUBES Nylon is to the manufacturing world 


what sulfanilamide is to the practice 
of medicine. Nylon is stronger and more elastic than silk. It will, 
as production increases after the war, do serious things to Japan’s 
silk industry. 

Exton, a derivative of nylon, already is being used as bristles 
in hairbrushes and toothbrushes. They are more durable and soften 
less in water than bristles from animals. 

Neoprene, made from coal, limestone and salt, is a substitute for 
rubber. It resists oil and grease, which are most harmful to rubber. 

Out of another test tube has come synthetic camphor at 35 cents 
per pound to replace natural camphor at $3.75 per pound. This is 
news of importance to the south, because chemists are creating 
this new camphor out of the turpentine of our southern pine trees. 
It is chemically identical with the camphor of Japanese-controlled 
Formosa. 

American skills are producing new plastics, new cloths. 
and flax are being mixed to produce the look of fine linen. 

Some of the discoveries will be, when improved production 
methods bring down prices and make them more reasonable, really 
world important. 

The figures of the United States Department of Labor show that 
in one year, from 1937 to 1938, our purchases from Germany 
dropped from ninety-two and a half millions to sixty-two and a 
half; and that our purchases from Japan fell from two hundred and 
four millions to one hundred and thirty-one millions. French im- 
ports, for the same period, were cut almost in half. 

The World War now raging is an economic war as well as one 
of ideologies. And when it is done, if this country can stay out, 
we should have a commanding position in the rush to supply what 
markets there may be.

Dr. Noble Y. Beall, of Atlanta, 


was named yesterday by the Bap- 
tist Home Mission Board as 
“Southern Baptists’ contact man 
in the military training areas of 
the south.” 

The appointment followed sug- 
gestions by a special committee of | 


the Southern Baptist Convention, 
and Dr. Beall already has begun 
a preliminary study of “the op- 
portunities for spiritual service in 
the camps.” 

Dr. J. B. Lawrence, executive 


secretary-treasurer of the board, 
in making the announcement, said | 
Dr. Beall had served on the west- | 
ern front in the World War, and 
for six years had been employed 
by the Home Mission Board in) 
educational activities. | 

Dr, Beall was in New York yes- 
terday attending a meeting of the 
general committee on army and 
navy chaplains, to which he and 
other representatives of home 
mission agencies were invited. but 
before leaving he said southern 
Baptists “have a special opportu- 
nity because more than half of the 
camps and considerably more than 
half of the men in training will 
be in the south.” 

The newly appointed “contact 
man” also said that he had already 
contacted 20 army, navy and 
CCC-camps where he talked with 
chaplains and other camp leaders.

$9,800,000:000 in °40 
Spent by Treasury 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(2)— 
The treasury spent about $9,800,- 
000,000 in 1940, the largest amount 
in any year since the World War. 

Making a calendar yéar analy- 
sis (treasury figures customarily 
are based on a fiscal year ending 
on June 30), officials found that 
the year’s record-breaking peace- 
time total was swelled by $2,587, 
000,000 worth of defense—a fig- 
ure likely to be more than dou- 
bled in 1941. 

Receipts were $5,834,000,000 last 
year, leaving a deficit of $3,966,- 
000,000. However, since receipts 
went up faster than spending last 
year, the _ deficit was under 
$4,020,000,000 in 1939, when spend- 
ing was $8,938,000,000 and re- 
ceipts $4,918,000,000. 

Figures were based on a treas- 
ury statement, just completed, of 
December 31, which marked the 
first half of the current fiscal 
year.

IntoRumania 


Both Soviet, German 
Troops Reported in 
Bulgaria. 


BUCHAREST, Jan. 3.—(UP)— 
German war materials are arriv- 
ing in Rumania in “ever-increas- 
ing quantities” but are intended to 
defend Rumanian integrity under 
the Italo-German guarantee made 
last gust at Vienna, official Ru- 
manfran quarters said today. 

Meanwhile, unconfirmed reports 
circulated that both Russian and 
German troops had arrived on 
Bulgarian soil, barely 50 miles 
apart, but the Bulgarian legation 
quickly denied them. 

(In sofia an official Bulga- 
rian spokesman characterized 
the reports as being “so fan- 
tastic it is useless to deny 
them” and said that “no such 
news has been received ine 
Sofia and we certainly would 
know about it if it were 
true.”) 

| The rumors were that an un- 
specified number of Soviet troops 
had been landed at Varna, Bul- 
garia’s Black sea port only 10 
miles from Rumania’s frontier, 
while German troops had entered 
Bulgarian territory through lower 
Dobrudja, recently ceded by Ru- 
mania to the Bulgarians.
